Awards for Excellence 


JEA annually honors New Jersey public high 


school graduates who have gone on to 
distinguished careers in their fields. This year’s 


recipients join a long line of professionals, artists 
and public servants who have received this award. 


Timothy Broege — Born and 
raised in Belmar, NJ, Mr. Broege is an 
accomplished composer and musician. 
After graduating from Manasquan High 
School and Northwestern University, 
Broege taught in the Chicago Public 
Schools for two years before accepting a 
position as an elementary school music 
teacher in Manasquan, NJ. He is currently 
organist and director of music at First 
Presbyterian Church in Belmar, a position 
he has held since 1972, and organist and 
director of music at the historic Elberon 
Memorial Church in Elberon, NJ. 

Borege’s musical compositions have 
been performed all over the world. His 
music appears on several CDs. 

Broege is the recipient of numerous 
grants and commissions. He was recently 
commissioned by NJEA to compose a song 
commemorating NJEA’s 150th 
Anniversary. The song will be performed 
at the New Jersey All-State Concert on 
Friday evening at the Convention. 

In addition to his compositional 
activities, Broege is an active recitalist on 
early keyboard instruments and the 
recorder. 


Julio M. Fuentes — Mr. Fuentes 
serves as a judge in the Third U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. A graduate of Toms 
River High School, he attended 
Southwestern Illinois University and 
served in the military. After a tour of duty 
in the Panama Canal Zone, he graduated 
from Southern Illinois and University of 
New York at Buffalo Law School. 

Fuentes spent two years in general law 
practice before starting his own law firm 
Fuentes, Plant, and Velazquez. He was 
appointed part-time municipal judge in 
the city of Newark in 1978, before serving 
full-time from 1982-87. At that time he 
also earned two masters’ degrees. 

Fuentes served on N.J. Superior Court 
under Gov. Thomas Kean and Gov. 
Christine Whitman. Whitman appointed 
him presiding judge of the Civil Division 
and six months later, presiding judge of 
general equity. President Bill Clinton 
nominated Fuentes to his current position 
in March, 1999. The U.S. Senate 
confirmed the nomination in March 2000. 

Fuentes is active with several law 
schools and has delivered commencement 


addresses at Rutgers and State University 
of New York.

recognizes four local affiliate presidents 


whose contributions have furthered the cause 


of Great Public Schools in New Jersey. The 


four honorees chosen this year represent the 
hundreds of local affiliate presidents across 
the state who help keep New Jersey’s public 
schools the best in the nation. 


Betty Glenn — Ms. Glenn is the 
founding president of the Trenton 
Paraprofessional Association. A classroom 
paraprofessional for over 25 years, Ms. Glenn 
led the effort to organize her colleagues in 
Trenton and played a major role in winning 
their bargaining rights in 1999. She has since 
been instrumental in helping her association 
make tremendous gains in salary, benefits and 
professional development. With the advent of 
the No Child Left Behind law, she instituted 
an innovative and proactive program that 
allowed members to earn college credits and 
become highly qualified under the federal 
definition. 


Fred Frangiosa — Mr. Frangiosa is 
president of his all-inclusive local, the 
Bergenfield Education Association. A Head 
Custodian in his district, Mr. Fangiosa has 
been a long-time active member of the BEA, 
prior to being elected president in June of 
2002. Described by people who know him as 
a “go-getter,” he finds time in addition to his 
career and his association work to be actively 
involved in his community. Using a Pride 
grant while serving as vice president of the 
association, Frangiosa started a program 
called the Bergenfield Showcase to make city 
residents aware of community resources 
while raising the association’s profile in 


Bergenfield. 


Kate Smith — Ms. Smith is president 
of the New Brunswick Education 
Association. Her vision for urban education 
reform led her to spearhead a cooperative 
project with her members, school 
administrators and the Board of Education to 
create a model school within one of New 
Brunswick’s existing schools. Known as the 
Academy Project at Lincoln Annex, the 
model school has garnered widespread praise 
for its focus on small class sizes, community 
and business partnerships and intensive 
family involvement. 


Marcia Genova — Ms. Genova is 
president of the Atlantic City Education 
Association. Known for her hands-on 
approach to association leadership, Ms. 
Genova stays in close contact with her 
membership by frequently visiting school 
buildings throughout the district. She has 
been successful in forging a strong 
relationship with the district’s administration, 
which has benefited her members by 
allowing many potential problems to be 
solved without resorting to time-consuming 
confrontational approaches. She has also 
been instrumental in bringing additional 
educational resources to the community in 
which the casino industry earns enormous 
profits, but in which schools historically did 
not share in the benefits of those profits.
